TEME LIMIT EXTENDED 


Held over a cross-country course of six 
and a half miles, which. was covered five 
times, there was general agreement amongst 
competitors and spectators that the con- 
ditions-pyeva‘ling made. the test the severest 
of any of the fourteen trials for the Cup. 
The ‘overnight and morning rain made the 
circuit exceptionaily heavy, but still more 
disconcerting was the gale that blew over 
the course. Althoygh the scheduled speed 
was the, seemingly modest one of fifteen 
miles gn" hour, the storm made it necessary 
to extend the time limit for finishers to forty 
minutes over the scheduled time, and even 
this generous extension was needed by many 
of the cracks to bring them within the limit. 

The first of the five laps was unobserved, 
but had to be covered at fifteen miles an 
heur, and with forty-eight observation points 
on each circuit, there were one hundred and 
ninety-two points at which riders could gain 
bonus marks to offset those that might be 
lost by being behind the scheduled time. 
There was, therefore, little inducement to 
ride blindly to. keep on schedule; but, as a 
fact, évéry~rider had to travel as fast as he 
was able to avoid being outside the time 
limit at-the -finish:. The course lay entirely 
on private -ground -in the vicinity of the 
Hell Fire Club. It was purely a. cross- 
céuntry circuit, "andedid not include any 
road.

Freddie Miller, the world’s feather-weight 
champion, knocked out Jose Gurones, the 
Spsrish holder of the European title, in the 
first round of a bout scheduled for fifteen 
rounds in the Monumental Bull Ring here 
to-day. The fight lasted only two minutes, 
17 seconds, and the huge crowd, which was 
one of the biggest ever to watch a fight in 
Spain, took the result badly. After the 
fight Miller was rushed to the dressingroom 
by armed police. cS, Awe 

This was the first time in his career that 
Girones had been knocked out. It was 
their second meeting, Girones having won 
the first fight here last December, when 
a foul. Girones was favourite for to-day’s 
fight. : 

The early stages did not suggest a sudden 
ending to the fight Miller led off wrth 
several rights and a left to the head, and 
also landéd a kidney punch. A moment or 
two later the American was cautioned by 
the Swiss-weferee, M. Duvernaux, for hold- 
ing. Then suddenly Miller unleashed a 
terrific left uppercut, which caught Girones 
full-on the chin. ©The Spaniard sank ‘to 
the floor amid the groans of the spectators, 
and took the full count. 

Girones had hardly laid a glove on Miller, 
who Boxed with great confidence. Miller 
will receive about £4,000 as his share of the 
purse,

DUBLIN SOCIETY’S GOOD 
WORK 


The year 1934 was “a most strenuous and 
eventful year, with distinctly - encouraging 
results,” says the year’s report of the Com- 
mittee of the South County Dublin Society 
for Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 

This is the Society which was the first in 
the Free State to undertake the establish- 
ment of rest fields for weary and overworked 
horses of poor owners. It was a happy idea, 
which has not only operated for the relief of 
the animals, but also for their poor owners, 
who are not eligible by reason of ownership 
for the State-aided relief funds “ao freely 
enjoyed by less industrious individuals.’’ A 
special characteristic of this work is the 
lending out of strong, sound horses for the 
relief of weary animals, and in that way 
giving most valuable assistance to the owners 
who are poor men, mostly engaged in the 
carting, selling coal and vegetables. 


A NEW FIELD 


A new rest field bas been taken over at 
‘Rathfarnham. In June the Society exercised 
its option to purchase seventeen acres of 
some of the best grazing land in County 
Dublin. Last year 59 horses and ponies en- 
joyed a much-needed rest in these fields. The 
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a fields are regarded as the greatest boon 
i 


ever given to poor horse owners. 

The Society continues to do everything it 
can in the matter of the exportation of 
horses, and the standard of fitness for horses 
shipped from Ireland is higher than ever 
before, and this standard will be rigidly en- 
forced. The Society maintains now, as 
always, that old horses should be humanely 
destroyed if they cannot be pensioned off by 
their owners, ‘The inspector dealt with 204 
eases last year. If an animal is ill or injured, 
the owner’s first idea is invariably to send for 
Inspector Redmond, says the report; night 
calls and Sunday visits are no exception, and 
the list of four-legged patients is very con- 
siderable.

R abbits 


I suppose the reason why rabbits have 
never become a serious nuisance in this 
country is on account of the damp and 
clinging nature of the soil. They require 
loose, dry clay or sand for the construc- 
tion of burrows, and it is only in a few 
places along the Irish coast that they 
have assisted erosion by undermining 
sand-hills. In Australia and New Zealand, 
rabbits have defied all attempée to get rid 
of them, although the cruel method of 
surrounding all drinking pools with wire 
netting has been adopted. Im these 
countries the animals do not require much 
water, but it is essential to them on the 
arid Australian plains. One naturalist 
has computed that a mother rabbit might 
produce over a million descendants in four 
years, if the successive generations sur- 
vived and reproduced. This is rather re- 
markable when we consider that the 
young are born blind, helpless and naked. ' 
A special brood-chamber is provided in the 
burrow, and here the young are nurtured 
by the mother, and usually by the buck 
as well, although the latter has been 
known on occasions to make a meal of his 
progeny. In England rabbits have in- 
creased greatly of late, and efforts are 
being made to reduce their numbers. So 
long as their population is not allowed to 
get out of hand, the animals are quite 
useful. Their flesh forms excellent food, 
their skins provide most of our felt hats, 
and, as Gilbert White pointed out, their 
—s makes “ incomparably the finest 
turt. | 


: Unclubable” Irishnomen ! 


I have frequently reflected upon the fact 
that our metropolis does not possess a 
single club where business and profes- 
sional women—as well as women who are 
neither—might foregather. The facilities 


_woffered by such a centre are .so obvious 


that it is difficult to understand why one 
has not materialised before this, especi- 


ally in view of the fact that women’s 
clubs are quite a factor in other 
countries. 

A place where one can meet one’s 


friends—and. more important still one’s 
cnemics—outside the ‘somewhat hampering 
environment of the home, is, one would 
think, an almost fundamental need of the 
human species: witness the popularity of 
the purely masculine club, to say nothing 
of the “ pub.” . It is decidedly curious 
that Dublin women do-not appear to have 


felt any overpowering need for the 
ate “neutral” territory which 
most clubs afford—it is a place where one 


can meet the people with whom one has 
that kind of acquaintanceship which ‘is’ 
more stimulating than “ affinitive ’’—if I 
may coin a word temporarily—and who for 
that reason one so seldom meets in purely 
social surroundings. Apart altogether 
from these possibly somewhat exotic éon- 
tacts, women, I am convinced, would keep 
more in touch with their immediate circle 
of friends and acquaintances if they could 
say casually every now and then: ““T']] see

The Earl of Lindsay is descended from 
one Sir William Lindsay, of the Byres, in 
Scotland, first heard of in 1365.

In the next century, about 1488, to be 
precise, we find another ancestor of note 
in the genealogical table. This was the 
Lindsay who presented the ‘great grey:

III, (of Scotland) before the battle of 
Sauchicburn, when he brought to the 
standard of his sovereign the whole 
strength of Fife. Then there was a “' for- 
spekar,’’ the forerunner of the modern 
attorney, probably in the family. He dis- 
tinguished himself in his youth with the 
quaint parable he recited before the battle 
of Flodden. He got an extra grant of 
land for this. The one Lindsay, however, 
who bore the most remarkable title of all 
seems to have been he who was named 
John-out-with-the-sword. He was amon 
the band of Scottish nobles who ha 
charge of the infant Queen Mary in 1542. 

Patrick, the sixth earl, became an 
ardent reformer and Lord of the Congre- 
gation in the days of John Knox. He 
married one of the beautiful Douglas 
sisters known as the “Seven fair porches 
of Loch Leven.’’

“ Article 7 enacts that these two 
obligatory front lamps shall be (a) as 
nearly as possible of the same power ; (b) 
fixed as nearly as possible at the same 
height from the ground; (c) not more 
than 12 inches from the extfeme right 


and left-hand sides of (or the loads 
on) ‘the vehicles respectively, and 
(d) so constructed over and fitted 
that it is not possible to alter the 


direction of the light when the car is 
in motion (i.e., cannot be dipped and/or 
dimmed). As the modern head lamps are 
invariably fixed more than twelve inches 
from the extreme sides of the car, and are 
of the dipping and/or dimming persuasion, 
it follows that one’s side lamps must 
comply with this Article. 

“Article 15 of the same Regulations deals 


with what are popularly called head lamps, 


and even then only with ‘ deflectable ’ 
lamps. It does not prescribe or enact that 
aity such lamps must be carried on a car. 
It defines a deflectable lamp (for all 
ordinary purposes) as one with which it is 
possible to deflect the beam downwards, or 
to the left, or both, to be effected by the 


driver when he desires to avoid dazzle. The 


number of such lamps shall not exceed 
two. 

‘It really amounts to this—that the 
Motor Code obliges you to have front lights 
of such a nature and in such a position as 
to disclose your presence on the road to 
approaching, trafic .at a reasonable dis- 
tance. The code does not oblige a motorist 
to illuminate his own passage, but he can 
do so, subject to certain limitations.

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THE POWER OF THE FILM 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sin,—The conference suggested by Father 
Devane (/rish Times, 16th inst.) for the 
regulation of the films would hardly have 
sufficient material to form a conclusive’ 
opinion if it had before it only the views 
and suggestions of individuals. It would; need 
also a formal statement of results achieved 
by properly qualified investigators into the 
principles of this new art in itself, and into 
the results which it tends to produce in 
mankind. 

Systematised« knowledge of this kind is 
desirable if we are to understand the working 
of this new form of entertainment, and to 
take measures to render it beneficial or, at 
least. harmless. The people best qualified 
for such a study are to be found in our 
universities and schools, where the earlier 
effects of the cinema can be observed, and 
where the investigators have the knowledge 
required for the difficult task. 

At present the art of the cinema is in a 
primitive stage, and it does not show signs 


_of developing on constructive lines. Before 
the advent of the talking film this was not:

roducers do not find it necessary to ex-

The drama, however, developed 
under circumstances which permitted it to 
become an art, and it is possible that the 
film may be equally fortunate if it is made 
a subject for serious investigation. 
Meanwhile, if the film producers over-stress 
the appeal to the senses as a form of enter- 
tainment, even in quite “ correct’ films, oar 
educators ought to counter this by stressing 
the superior value of the appeal to the mind, 
and so help to establish a reasonably high

An Omission 
M R. HOPKINS’S interpretation of the 
law on the question of lights seems 
to be sound. It bears out one of my con- 
clusions of last week: “‘If you. ... feel 
that your sidelights show for a ‘ reason- 
able distance,’ by all means save your 
headlights.’’ | 
His accurate summary of the lighting 
regulations does, however, discredit my 
argument that those who framed the 
rules had headlights, rather than side- 
lights, in mind when they were defining 
the position, number, etc., of obligatory 
lights. 
Headlights, then, are the subject of re- 
gulation only as regards their manner of 
deflection. That is a serious omission on 
the part of those who framed the lighting 
of vehicles regulations. The use of only 
one headlight definitely is dangerous. A 
number of motorists have expressed their 
wholehearted agreement with what I wrote 
on this point last week. The regulations 
should have made that practice illegal. 
When the proposed traffic code, out: 
lined in a police memorandum some 
months ago, becomes law it might well 
include a section covering up the omissions 
from the lighting regulations.

World’s Records 


HE Federation Internationale des Clubs 
Motocyclistes has published (at 2s. 6d. ) 
a list of the world’s motor cycle records as 
they stood at the end of 1934. The abso- 
lutely fastest speed ever recorded by a 
motor cycle stands to the credit of Henne, 
who, on a 735 cc. B.M.W. on 28th 
October, 1934, avéraged 152.901 m.p.h. 
over a kiJometre at Gyon, Hungary. 
There was a time when British motor 
cycles held a very substantial majority of 
the world’s records, but that is not the 
case to-day. In the 1,000 c.c. sidecar 
class, for example, Britain does not hold 
a record longer than the 50 kilometres. 
Steadily all her records in this class have 
gone to other countries: now only four 
remain, and they were all made in 1929. 
Only in one class, that for machines up 
to 250 c.c., is the British motor cycle 
supreme. Although the 490 c.c. Norton 
has: been almost unbeatable in road races 
it holds only eight records in its class. 
The 348. c.c. Velocette holds none, apart 
from the 100 miles 350 c.c. sidecar record. 
The British motor cycle industry has 
been neglecting the field of records. That 
is a mistake. There may be little publicity 
attached to the breaking of the records, 
one by one, but when they are set out in 
a list with all the other class records they 
undoubtedly impress. 
The F.L.C.M. recognises approximately 
35 records in each of 14 classes, and the 
classes are grouped in three categories—

Breakdown Analysis 


AR breakdowns due to accidents have 

decreased from 12.6 per cent. in 1929 

to 10.3 per cent. in 1934 of the cases dealt 

with by the Royal Automobile Club under 
its ‘‘Get You Home ”’ scheme. 

While the R.A.C. accident analysis deals 
only with its own scheme, the percentages 
may be taken as illustrating fairly 
accurately the types of trouble which are 


now most frequently encountered by 
motorists. 

In 1934 the R.A.C. dealt with 12,240 
breakdowns. The analysis of these break- 


downs shows that while the causes differ 
very slightly from year to year there are 
notable exceptions. 

The decrease in accidents I have 
mentioned. Imgnition trouble caused 21.2 
per cent, of failures, the largest propor- 
tion falling under that heading in the last 
six years. Carburation as-a source of 
trouble has increased steadily from 2.6 per 
cent. in 1929 to 5.1 per cent. last year. 

New low records were shown in the 
figures for trouble due to‘front axles and 
steering, road wheels and suspension. 

The reliability of valve mechanism, cam 
shafts, lay shafts, secondary and timing 
gear is shown to have decreased slightly, 
but some improvement is noted in virtu- 
ally every other component. 

Reliability generally seems to be on the 
increase, for although the membership 
of the Royal Automobile Club increased 
during 1934 by 14.2 per cent., break- 
downs reported increased by only .4 per 
cent.

His second criticism was directed against 
the local rds of health, some of which 
considered that all forms of disease could be 
diagnosed and treated by one man. For in- 
stance, no less than sixteen of the county 
hospitals had no house surgeon, and in nine 
the county surgeon had to work single-handed 
or with the assistance only of a part-time 
anzsthetist,

Let each county hospital be 
attached to a city hospital in such a way that 
there’ can be a to and fro interchange of 
cases without delay or difficulty, so that the 
county surgeon will be able to come as a 
colleague to the staff of the city hospital to 
ask for advice and heip in difficulty.’

WOMEN TO BE 
‘BEHEADED? 


ALLEGED TO BE 
SPIES | 
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POLISH BARON IN 
BERLIN PLOT

WO women, well-known in German 

society, the beautiful Baroness von 

Berg and Frau von Natzner, have been 

condemned to death as spies, and will die 

by the executioner’s axe at dawn 

to-morrow unless Herr Hitler exercises 
his prerogative of mercy. 

A last-minute move was made this even- 
ing when, Reuter fearns, Dr. Guertner, 
the Minister of Justice, personally got 
into touch with Herr Hitler, presumably 
with a view to obtaining the Fuehrer’s 
official decision as to whether the women 
are to die, or whether their sentences are 
to be commuted. 

In official circles here to-night it was 
stated that :an announcement would be 
issued to-morrow concerning the women 
and the ease of Baron Sosnowski, who is 
believed to have been tried as their 
accomplice. 

The Baron is a Pole, and there is some 
suggestion that an effort will be made 
to have him exchanged against a German 
detained in Poland. 

In other quarters it was stated that 
the Baroness and Frau von Natzner 
would be executed just before an official 
statement is made. 

It is noteworthy that hitherto it has 
been the Nazi practice to make no public 
reference to espionage cases until the 
sentences actually have been carried out. 

The recommendations of the court were 
laid before Herr Hitler on Saturday for 
his decision as to wheth r he will commute 
their sentences. By a recent decree the 
right to commute death sentences lies with 
Hitler alone, and if he does’ not inter- 
vene nothing can save them.

Berg and Frau von Natzner are alleged to 
have woven a net of espionage around 
Berlin society circles, im which they in- 
volved young girls, particularly the 
daughters of high Army officers or con- 
fidential employés in the Reichswehr 
Ministry.

The toast of “Eire,” having been honoured, 
Mr. C. L. O’Flyun; F.L.A.A., proposing the 
toast of “The Oireachtas,” said that they 
were all proud of the Oireachtas, because of 
what it had achieved.

Te annual dinner of the Irish Free State 


Mr. Conor Maguire. 
General, responding, said that, uo matter 
what view might be taken ot the circum. 
stances under which the Oireachtas was born. 
it must be generally adm:tted that it had 
justified the claim of the Irish people to be 
capable of managing: their own affairs, 
Despite the inexperience of our Legislature 


and the difficulties which arose from a rigid | 


written constitution, the Oireachtas must be 
given the credit of having functioned with 
remarkable success. During the past three 
years the Government had maintained law 
and order, and created a spirit of confidence 
in industrial development. More important 
still, the citizens of this country had freedom 
of speech and action. and there was. an 
absence of Government control, which was 
very different to the circumstances which 
existed in most other countries. 

The Attorney-General then referred to a 
leading article which appeared in the /rish 
Times in reference to the interchange of 
views during the week between Mr. J. H. 
Thomas and President de Valera 

He said that he noticed that that newspaper 
stated that Mr. Thomas must realise that this 
country had a much greater resilience than 
he had expected. Judging by the prosperity 
which had continued tn this. country, that 
comment was well justified, and despite ihe 
forecasts that the economic machinery of the 
country would break down as a result 
of the economic war, and the schemes 
of industrial development, and improvement 
of the social services which had been under 
taken by the Government, their critics had 
to admit that they had been able to keep 
going. After three vears the country hail 
shown a remarkable ability to stand a period 
of strain, and the economic machine of the 
Stale had displayed a remarkable resilience. 


THE DEATH SENTENCE

“A Reasoned Analysis ”’ 


Senator Joseph Connolly, Free State 
Minister for Lands and Forests, is re- 
garded widely as the fidus Achates of 
President de Valera. His influence is 
known to be strong in the Executive 
Council, and, consequently, his speech at 
Cavan yesterday deserves to be studied 
with some care. We may pass over his 
remarks concerning Mr. Thomas's recent 
overtures of peace. He said nothing use- 
ful, and his attempt.to draw an analogy 


between the case of the Irish land annuities 


and that of Great Britain’s war debt to 
the United States hardly was worthy of a 
responsible Minister. He did raise some 
issues, however, that are of importance. 
He is a Northerner, who has spent the 
greater part of his life in Belfast; and, 
therefore, when he speaks of partition, he 
speaks with a certain measure of 
authority. At any rate he ought to know 
the people of whom he speaks.

The people of the 
North have a very definite point of view, 
and no good purpose can be served by a 
refusal to realise that this point of view 
exists. We cannot agree with the Senator, 
however, that the North is actuated only 
by mercenary motives. Just as the 
Aberdonians have a fictitious reputation 
for meanness, the people of Northern 
Ireland for many years have been depicted 
as hard-headed, uncouth materialists, in- 
tefested only in their own pockets, whereas 
the people of the South, of course, are 
charming, generous idealists, - whose 
patriotism rises far above all considera- 
tions of commerce or trade. Like most 
generalisations of the kind, this anti- 
thesis is nonsense. 

‘There is every bit as much sentiment 
in the North as there is in the South; 
and, if Free State politicians would re- 
cognise this fact, progress towards an 
understanding between Dublin and Belfast 
would become substantially easier. 
Senator Connolly told his audience at 
Cavan that re-union would be brought 
about eventually by means of a “ reasoned 
analysis by thoughtful people.’’ Such an 
analysis is long overdue, and it ought to 
concern itself, in the first instance, pre- 
cisely with

. Free State Hospitals 


Mr. Seton Pringle, President of the 
Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, 
offered a penetrating criticism of the Free 
State’s hospital system at the College’s 
annual Charter dinner on Saturday night. 
The system, he points out, is admirable 
in theory, but in practice it contains 
several serious weaknesses. The district 
hospitals, which are scattered here and 
there throughout the counties, and treat 
cases of minor gravity, are disposed with- 
out real regard to the needs of their areas. 
Thinly populated districts are served some- 
times by several hospitals, while thickly 
populated areas possess only one. The 
county hospitals are under-staffed. The 
county surgeon, in Mr. Pringle’s words, 
is expected to be a medical Pooh-Bah; he 
is supposed to combine all the functions 
of all the specialists with his own, and 
it is regarded as a confession of: in- 
competence if he recommends that a «se 
shall be transferred to a city hospital. 
Mr. Pringle, in effect, asks for reform of 
the system along two lines. He approves 
the existing theory—‘‘a chain from the 
district hospital through the county 
hospital to the fully equipped city 
hospital’’—but he insists that the chain 
shall be ‘‘fool-proof’’ and shall display 
no weakness. In the first place, an effort 
must be made to apportion the various 
hospitals according to the country’s needs. 
Such anomalies as the existence in Cork 
of one hospital to serve 17,000 people, 
while there are only two hospitals in 
Meath for a population of 60,000, and 
one hospital in Sligo for more than 70,000 
people, must be corrected. In one county, 
where 35 hospital beds have been proved 
by experience to be excessive, the number 
of beds is being virtually doubled. This 
sort of improvement is merely a waste of 
which the

increased, and there must be closer co- 
operation between the county and the city 
hospitals. No fewer than sixteen of the 
county hospitals have no house surgeons, 
while in nine of the remaining ten the 
surgeon must work either single-handed 
or with the help of a _ part-time 
anesthetist; yet, for all the inevitable 
pressure of work in such conditions, he 
is expected to keep himself abreast of the 
most modern developments in surgery. 
The chain manifestly must be tightened. 
Mr. Pringle suggests that every county 
hospital shall be attached definitely to a 
city hospital, in order that there may be 
no trouble about the despatch of grave 
cases t» the city, and that the county 
surgeon, appealing as a colleague, may 
be able to obtain immediate advice ad 
help from the parent city hospital. We 
hope that the Hospitals’ Commission will 
not confine its attentions to Dublin’s needs 
and problems.

latest proposal is to place a perpetual 
ban on the use of motor horns in certain 
districts, and it has been met with a storm 
of disapproval. The partial ban already 
imposed by Mr. Hore-Belisha has been 
very successful, and, no doubt, he has 
been encouraged ‘to consider an exten- 
sion of the principle. Where there is 
much motor traffic there always will be a 
certain amount of noise by night, but for 
some years past Paris has shown how the 
noise can be reduced without danger to 
the public, and Great Britain was wise to 
follow the example of the Continent. The 
prohibition on motor horns has made the 
streets quieter, and motorists, unable to 
signal their approach in the usual way, 
have been compelled to drive more care- 
fully. So far, the results have been 
excellent, but it does not follow by any 
means that a total prohibition would be 
desirable. By day, as is pointed out, 
conditions are very different from those 
that exist by night. After dark there is 
little traffic in the streets, while the lights 
of an approaching car are almost as 
effective a warning as the .sound of its 
horn would be. In the daytime the city 
motorist must watch not only ‘the move- 
ments of other vehicles, but those. ol 
countless pedestrians, and to deny him 
the use of the horn would put a strain on 
his attention which would be quite 
unjustifiable. Probably, on further con- 
sideration Mr. Hore-Belisha will decide 
to go no further with his scheme ; bat, if 
he has made a mistake, it is a mistake on 
the right side. Here, in spite of recent 
legislation, we are inclined to neglect the 
problems of road transport, and some of 
Mr. Hore-Belisha’s zeal for reform would 
be welcome, even if it did become a little 
too exuberant at times.

MEANING OF PARTITION 


Referring to what partition has meant 
to all the people in Ireland, Senator 
Connolly said to those who, in the. in- 
terests of Empire, determined to hold 
portion of the country, the question might 
be asked: “ Does the present position give 
you any greater security than the exist- 
ence of a free and friendly Ireland?”’

It is 
not possible to contemplate all that area 
submerging itself permanently as if it had 
no more individuality than an English 
shire. 

I will be told by my hard-headed friends 
in Belfast that they are not interested in 
all that, and that their interests are en- 
tirely bound up with Britain and the 
Empire—I wonder ! | 


TRADE AND COMMERCE 


Will the safeguarding of Six County 
interests in trade and commerce take pre- 
cedence over the claims of Great Britain 
itself ? . 

External trade is becoming increasingly 
dificult to secure, and the question of 
securing that preferential treatment which 
the “ Ulster Unionist’’ expects may be 
very much in doubt in the near future. 
Would his security have been greater 
or less if he had thrown in his lot with 
his fellow-countrymen ? 

There has been, and will be, consider- 
able industrial expansion in the Eree 
State, and the necessary protection 1s 
being afforded for industrial development. 

I do not need to refer to the large 
volume of business which the Belfast and 
Six County manufacturers and traders 
formerly enjoyed in the Free State, and 
which is now denied them by the creation 
of the border. The tragedy of partition 
prevented what would have been. the 
natural and healthy growth of a nation § 
well-balanced economy.

In the production of their 
staple industries they seek and find a 
world market. Their linen, ships, cords 
and twines and textile machinery go to 
the ends of the earth. Let no one say 


that these industries would have been 
injured by their remaining in a united 
Ireland. 


LONGING FOR REUNION 


An analysis of their import and export 
business will show on which side the 
favourable balance of trade between them- 
selves and Great Britain lies, and they 
can set off against that the loss of their 
former trade with the . twenty-six 
counties.

LONGFORD, Sunday. 

PEAKING at twelve o'clock Mass in 

St. Mel’s Cathedral to-day the Most 
Rey. Dr. McNamee, Bishop of Ardagh, 
said:—I am compelled by a sense of my 
duty to you, and to my own position, to 
refer to a shocking outrage that recently 
took place in this vicinity. I am speak- 
ing, as you will readily divine, of the 
atrocious attack by armed men on the 
occupants of Lisard House, which resulted 
in the grievous wounding of two people, 
and may yet involve the death or perma- 
nent disablement of one of them. 

The news of this terrible affair sent a 
thrill of horror through the community, 
and, I hope, a thrill of indignation too, 
at this foul blot on the good name of the 
county. The whole attendant circum- 
stances do but enhance the vileness of this 
dastardly attack, and stamp it as a grave 
sin against God and a high crime against 
the community itself. 


“A HEINOUS DEED” 


Why should it be necessary for me or 
anyone else to declare that the perpetra- 
tion of such an infamous deed involved 
the transgressors in the guilt of a most 
grievous sin against the law of God? The 
smallest child preparing for Confirmation 
could tell us that such is the case. How 
then can Christian Irishmen, who presum- 
ably learned their Catechism and still 
profess the faith, be so depraved in con- 
science as to conspire deliberately and in 
cold blood to perpetrate such a heinous 
deed of violence on a fellow-man? 

The answer surely is that they are led 
astray by the false theories and teachings 
that are now current, and are led to 
believe, or half-believe, that a crime ceases 
to be a crime if only you can designate it 
as political, or agrarian, or social, or 
vaguely almost anything that is not merely 
personal to the individual concerned. I 
say that is preposterously untrue. You 
will not hide a crime from the eyes of 
Divine Justice by merely sticking a label 
on it, nor can any society within the State 
or any group of citizens, no matter what 
their shade of politics, whether left or 
right, authorise or make lawful before God 
any attack on person or property. 


NO LIBERTY WITHOUT LAW 


It is reserved for the supreme society 
alone, that is the State, in temporal] 
matters, in clearly defined circumstances 
and for the promotion of the common 
good, to lay hands on the person or pro- 
perty of a citizen. To preach the 
contrary is to preach sheer anarchy 
and barbarism, and to involve the 
deluded victims of such teaching in a 
welter of sin and crime. Such an outrage 
as that to which I refer is not alone a 
grevious sin against God, but is also a 
high crime against the community itself. 
Everyone in thercommunity ought to re- 
gard such a crime as directed in a sense 
against himself, as, -indeed, it is poten- 
tially and in principle, and should see it 
as an attack on his own liberty. There 
is no true liberty without law, and as it 
is for the State to protect its citizens by 
law, it is for the citizens to respect the 
law, to co-operate with it, and to hold in 
abhorrence all conspiracies against it. 
Without such respect for law there can be 
no liberty, but only the execrable tyranny 
of the gunman. 

In the face of this appalling outrage I 
appeal once more to all who have at heart 
the good name of our country, and the 
moral, and even material, welfare of its 
people, to turn a deaf ear to the immoral 
and subversive teachings which are being 
instilled into the minds of youth by the 
heralds of revolution and prophets of 
anarchy of the day. Such false ideas and 
false principles implanted in the minds 
of men are like high-power explosives that 
need but the touch of popular commotion 
to deal shattering ruin to the most sacred 
ideals and institutions of a nation. History 
is strewn with the wreckage and ruin 
brought. by the false prophets, against 
whom our Lord so solemnly warns us, and 
our own day supplies examples of their 
handiwork: as ghastly as any found in the 
most blood-stained records of the past, and 
there are elements in Ireland that would 
carry the gountry to the abyss. 


SOLEMN WARNING 


I would warn all the people against these 
disruptive theories, and against being en- 
trapped into membership of any societies, 
by whatsoever high-sounding names they 
may call themselves, that advocate deeds 
of violence against their fellow-citizens in 
the prosecution of their ends. 

No one can with a safe conscience belong 
to associations of the kind, and the imme- 
} diate severance of all connection with them 
by those who have been unhappily 
enmeshed in them is a manifest and im- 
perative obligation of the law of God.

H.M.S. Durban, the cruiser which is 
carrying the bodies from Messina, will 
reach Malta at 6.30 a.m. 

No official] explanation of the disaster 
to the flying-boat is yet forthcoming. An 
inquiry will be held as soon as possible. 


ITALY’S TRIBUTE 


From Revter’s CORRERPONDENT, 
MESSINA, Sunday. 


When the embarkation for Malta of the 

bodies of the British airmen took place 
today the Italian authorities and the 
population of Messina and the surround- 
ing districts vied ‘with each other in pay- 
i e to the gallant dead. 
“Phe c ns containing the remains were 
carried for miles over mountainous country 
by villagers and Carabinieri, and finally 
brought rday to the mortuary chapel 
of the Piemonte Hospital here. . 

Peasants brought flowers and candles 
for the adornment of the chapel, and the 
citizens filed past for hours, paying a 
silent tribute to the dead. 

H.M.S. Durban arrived last evening, 
and was saluted on her arrival by the 
Italian warship Albert do Guissano. The 
British and Italian National Anthems 
were played by the bands of the respective 
warships, 


ON GUN CARRIAGES 


In the procession to the quayside the 
nine coffins were mounted on gun-carriages 
belonging to the Italian Army. They were 
preceded by detachments of the Italian 
Army, Navy, Air Force and Fascist 
Militia, about a thousand men in all. 

The ceremonies reached their climax 
when the coffins arrived at the harbour, 
where thousands of people were waiting. 
Standing at the salute by the cdffins, 
Admiral Dente di Piraino, Commander of 
the Second Naval Squadron, called the 
roll in accordance with the Fascist custom. 
As each man’s name was called the crowd 
answered “ Present.” 

After each name was called a salvo was 
fired by the sailors of the two Italian 
cruisers in the harbour, and a detachment 
of Messina Ballilas (Fascist Boy Scouts) 
gave a muffled roll on their drums. 

The coffins,: draved in Union Jacks, 
were then lifted off the gun-carriages and 
carried a hundred yards to H.M.S. 
Durban by representatives of the British 
Nayy, the Italian Navy and the Fascist 
organisations, 

Two lieutenants stood on guard, and 
the cruiser steamed slowly out to sea. 


MEN KILLED, NOT 
BURNED 


INVESTIGATION OF MISHAP 


Squadron-Leader Lang carried out an 
investigation to-day at the place of the 
crash, and sent a confidential report to

Reuter is reliably informed, hawever, 
that some facts are quite evident—namely,

The clock of the aeroplane, which 
stopped at 8.15, is one of the few articles 
on the machine which has not been 
destroyed. It seems that the pilot had 
turned his machine towards the sea, of 
which he may have caught a gleam in the 
mist, but he was trapped between two 
rocky crags at about 2,500 feet up. ©

The start will 
probably be in O'Connell street, and the 
course will run via William etreet, Upper 
William street, Roxborough road, Carey’s 
road, Lord Edward street, Prospect Hill, 
Rossbrien road, and O’Connell avenue. 

Facilities for spectators are stated to be 
exceptionally good, and the course consists 
entirely of concrete-surfaced thoroughfares 
i which high speeds will be possible.

The race is to be run under the auspices 
of the Irish Motor Racing Club, but the 
organisation will be largely local. It is

THE REPLY TO THE 
LONDON PROPOSALS

MOSCOW, Sunday. 

The German reply to the London pro- 
posals is bitterly commented upon in a 
special article in to-day’s Pravda. 

“The reply is calculated to start a 
hidden struggle between Britain and 
France, and aims to convert the London 
compromise into a means of isolating 
France,’’ declares the article. 

It states that German diplomacy, by 
offering to struggle against guaranty ' 
pacts, has sought to appeal to those 
British Governmental circles who advo- 
cate British isolation from European 
affairs. 

“ Hitler’s London advisers,”’ continues 
the article, “ lent daring to the German 
reply by holding out hope of British as- 
sistance to Germany’s foreign policy. 

‘Suffering from megalomania, Ger- 
many, in her reply, seeks to create the 
impression that the fate of the world de- 
pends on her decision. 

'“She is greatly mistaken. European 
peace does not depend on this manceavre 
of a Fascist dictatorship. The peoples of 
Europe will find a means of guaranteeing 
their safety.”’

ODOS and Rossi, the French air aces, 
and holders oí t.c world long- 
distance record, have had many thrills on 
their long air excursions, but arms 
none with such ominous possibilities as 
beset them yesterday. 

They were making the first. non-stop 
flight from France to South America, and 
after passing over Cape Verde Islands 
their, hves were feared for because of a 
failure of the oil supply. They got back 
safely, however, to Cape Verde. 

Their machine, the Joseph Lebrix, 
passed over Capt Verde at 4.50 yesterday 
morning, and then came a dramatic 
message that they might have to come 
down in the Atlantic owing to a lowering 
of the oil pressure. They were then half 
way between Cape Verde Islands and the 
rocky islet of St. Paul. 

The machine turned back to Cape Verde, 
but not before all kinds of assistance was 
hurrying to aid the fliers. This 
assistance included a British steamer, a 
giant seaplane, a sloop and a French 
cruiser. 


PETROL DIFFICULTY 


A message from the fliers received at 11 
a.m. by the Ministry of Air, Paris, said: 
“Think will reach Praia between 1 
o'clock and 1.30. Altitude 5,800 feet. 
We shall empty petrol before landing.” 
At 1.30 they wirelessed: ‘‘ Porto Praia, 
Joseph Lebrix landed safely.” 

After making two-thirds of the flight, 
Codos and Rossi were thus robbed of 
a victory which would have made aerial 
history. They left* Istres, near Mar- 
seilles, at 6.36 a.m. on Saturday. Their 
first aim was to cover the 5,543 miles to 
Rio de Janeiro non-stop, and if condi- 
tions were favourable they intended to 
fly on to break their own record of 5,690 
miles. 

Karly on Saturday afternoon they passed 
over Cape Nao, in Southern Spain, and at 
1.30 were over Tangier. Their six years 
old machine, which gained the world 
record for them, was bearing them bravely, 
and was over Casablanca (Morocco) at 
3.45 p.m. 

They were over the extreme south of 
Rio d'Oro at 10.37 on Saturday night, 
and all went well from then on until 8.40 
yesterday morning, when they sent their 
message about failing oil pressure. Up to

that time they had averaged 125 miles an 
) hour. 3 

Their flight was to be the French reply 
to the German Zeppelin’s flight to South 
America. 

The first message sent by General

HOUSING AND THE 
CRITICS 


The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—The National Housing Committee 
in their statement sent to and answered by 
the Prime Minister last week, summarised 
in courteous and conVenient. form most of 
such criticisms of the new Housing Bill as 
can claim to be helpful. The most sub- 
stantial criticisms of a bill which depends 
for its success on low building costs, arise 
from fears that it will increase the cost of 
land and be powerless to prevent a rise in 
the cost of materials. On the question of 
land values, the Prime Minister’s reply 
observes that the contemplated re-plan- 
ning and re-development of large areas 
may well make more land available for 
housing The argument is that certain 
useless streets will he eliminated, certain 
useless or misused sites brought into proper 
use, and that this greater supply of land 
in central areas will counterbalance an 
undoubtedly general demand. This is a 
possible, but not a certain, result, and the 
Government owe it to themselves to make 
sure that lend values will not rise by 
declaring that if they do no time will be 
lost in asking for any necessary extension 
of powers. 

As regards prices of materials, the 
Housing Advisory Committee will prove 
to be an agency, wherever necess=ry, 
between buyers and sellers. Again, no 
risks can be run in this matter. 
hardly one which can be specifically 
with in a bill, but the Government should 
make it clear that thev do intend to 
organise a system of definite orders over 
an extended period.” There is reason to 
believe that negotiations under such a 
system, if entrusted to the proper persons, 
might result in a considerable lowerin~ of 
prices. ; 

The Committee's last criticism is a com- 
plaint that public utility societies are not 
sufficiently encouraged by the bill. It is 
quite true that though their status and 
their powers will be greatly enhanced, the 
degree of their activity will depend upon 
the good-will of local authorities. Amend- 
ments calculated to make sure of greater 
activity among public utility societies 
must, therefore, rank hig: among those 
to which the Prime Minister has promised 
careful consideration.

REPORTED DISCUSSIONS 
IN LONDON

HE Free State delegation which left 
Dublin on the 1st of February for 
Brussels for the purpose of discussing 
trade arrangements with Belgium has now 
returned to Dublin. 

It was learned late last night that 
the delegates had entered into a trade 
agreement with Belgium under which 
the Free State will send to that 
country increased quantities of farm 
produce, specially cattle. 

The delegates were in London for a few 
days at the end of last week. 

There is no authoritative information 
as to the results of the discussions with 
Belgium, but it is not {mprobable that 
an announcement in -this respect will be 
made shortly. It is understood that it 
will not be necessary for a Belgian delega- 
tion to come to Dublin, as was the case 
in regard to the agreement with Germany, 
and consequently it may be assumed that 
the discussions were conclusive. 


LONDON TALKS 


Information received from London is to 
the effect that the delegates during their 
stay there were, in conjunction with Mr. 
J. W. Dulanty (High Commissioner), in 
touch with the trade branch of the 
Dominjons Department regarding the 
representations which, as President de 
Valera stated in the Dail last week, had 
been made with regard to the special duties 
on Free State cattle. 

Needless to say, it is more especially 
concerning the latter that information 
would be welcomed. 

The delegates were Mr. John Leydon 
(Secretary, Department of Industry and 
Commerce), Mr. Seán Murphy (Assistant 
Secretary, Department of External 
Affairs), and Mr. J. M. Adams (Agri- 
cultural Director. of the Department of 
Agriculture). 


APPEAL FOR NEGOTIATIONS 


The hope that the renewed appeal for 
negotiations with British Ministers will 
be successful is reflected in many 
quarters. On no public question in recent 
times has there been such general 
unanimity. It is more and more apparent 
that without a settlement of the main 
points at issue no real progress can be 
made. Discussions in the Dail and at 
public meetings are regarded as a waste of 
valuable time. The public will look for 
definite information during the present 
week, in the Dail or otherwise, as to 
whether any progress has been made.

‘he Wexford People :—‘‘Everybody wel- 
comed the coal-cattle pact, but the continu- 
ance of the duties has considerably watered 
down the satisfaction felt Having so far 
succeeded, it doesn’t seem impossible that 
a further stretch could be made that would 
remove those.

In “The World Moves On,’ which could 
almost de described as a Catholic film, the 
faith, the Mass, and the crucifix are intro- 
duced without any apology, and in the news, 
films the Pope.is becoming almost as familiar 
a- figure as the King.” 


VOTE OF THANKS 


Mr. J. A. Power proposed a vote of 
thanks to the reverend lecturer for his 
comprehensive and eloquent address, He 
referred to the part the Lord Mayor 
had played in the  better-films move- 
ment in Dublin; to the need for children’s 
matinees, and a Free State classification 
which would provide for “films unsuitable 
for children.”” The censorship was “very 
good ” at present, but there should be a 
Government test here, as in Australia, so that 
films made in this country should not go 
fcrth to the world misrepresenting our 
national customs and character. 

Mr. T. de Vere White, seconding the pro- 
position, suggested that there should be 
special cinemas for children; and that the 
cinema should be employéd to make more 
vivid the facts of geography, literature, and 
the drama, that are now less interestingly 
taught in the schools. The cinema could be 
of the greatest value; and all the most suc- 
cessful films Were clean. He did not despair 
of the public’s moral sense of intelligence. 

The speaker was warmly applauded when 
hg condemned “ undisciplined action” by 
irresponsible individuals, such as had oc- 
curred recently in Dublin, where certain per- 
sons had destroyed: a screen, having, ap- 
parently, “ an objection to Matrimony.”’ 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin also expressed 
appreciation of the lecture. He said that the 
cinema in Dublin had, apparently, not gone 
so far as in London or New York, but, if 
the films here ever appeared so bad. a 
boycott would not he sufficient to deal here 
with such a situation as Father Dudley :de- 
scribed. He praised the Censor, the theatre 
and cinema managers, and the film-going 
and play-going public of Dublin.

OVER SIXTY YEARS IN 
NEWSPAPER PRODUCTION

P. Whitehead, late general 
manager of the Evening Mail, Dublin, which 
taken place with somewhat painful 
suddenness following his retirement at the 
end of January last.

In 1925 he 
was appointed one of Ireland's representa- 
tives to the British Conference at Lincoln. 

In 1912 he married a daughter of the late 
Mr. Richard Kingston, principal partner in 
the well-known poplin manufacturing firm of 
Messrs. R. Atkinson, Ltd., of Dublin, Bel- 
fast and London.

On May 10th his house was burned by a 
party of the Fermanagh Militia, led by a 
ocal landlord who has been identified as one 
Hugo of Annamoe.

martial law provided an opportunity for 
private revenge, and 
common occurrence at that time for persons 
to be denounced as United Irishmen who had 
10 connection with that organisation. Such 
denunciation was apt to be regarded as proof 
of guilt, and the victim’s life and property 
were placed in instant jeopardy. Holt states 
that his life was saved by the timely warning 
of the wife of a sergeant of the Antrim 
Militia who was billeted in his house. 

He made his way across the Vartry River 
to the Devil’s Glen, and passed the night in 
a cave. Here he met a number of fugitives 
like himself, and he mentions that at least 
one-third of them were Protestants. It 1s 
probable that he was: then sworn in as a 

nited Irishman, which, he states, was 
ecessary to preserve his life. Three days 
iter he left the glen and made his way past

this time occasional skirmishes took place 
with detachments of yeomanry and towards 
the end of June the combined Wicklow and 
Wexford forces, now numbering several 
thousands, marched into County Wexford. 
Soon after, at Ballyellis, on the road between 
Monaseed and Carnew, Holt got his first 
opportunity on a considerable scale. He was 
at this time in supreme command at the 
desire of Edward Roche, and there followed 
the brisk action in which the “' ancient 
Britons, basest, and bloodiest of Carhampton’s 
banditti, were piked to the last bandit.” A 
, }€connmaisance in force had been undertaken 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Puleston with a mixed 
body of mounted troops, including Ancient 
Britons, yeomanry, a detachment of the 5th 
Dragoon Guards, and others. Their losses in 
this encounter have been variously estimated 
as between 150 and 370 killed. This action 
established the military reputation of 
Holt, but was followed by an open breach 
with Edward Roche, the nominal leader of 
the Wexfordmen. Accordingly, when it was 
proposed to march on Wexford town, Holt 
refused to co-operate in what he regarded as 
a foofish and ill-considered scheme, and he 
led his Wicklow contingent (1,060 strong) 
back to his old quarters at Whelp Rock, 
which he reached on July 3rd, marching 
through: mountainous country from Bally- 
manus to Aughavannagh, then round the 
head of Glenmalure, past the Three Lakes to 
Knockalt (in the King’s River valley below 
Wicklow ap) and thence, no doubt, through 
Glenbride to his destination. A few days later 
he was rejoined, he states, by no fewer than 
11,000 Wexfordmen, now ‘commanded by 
Father Kearns, Edward Roehe having disap- 
peared, and it is a striking tribute to Holt’s 
character and reputation that his help was 
sought by such numbers. His prestige was 
still further enhanced by the remarkable 
success of his arrangements to supply food for 
| so formidable a force. As he himself states: 
“ The poor creatures were delighted. 1 
increased my popularity by ordering that the 
newcomers should do no duty till they were 
recovered from their fatigue. I then set about 
instructing them in military manceuvres, by 
sham battles, showing them how to use pikes 
against guns, and the advantage pikemen, if 
steady, had against cavalry, and told them to 
remember Ballyellis malt-house ; that the pike 
m a charge was much superior to any other 
weapon. Thus I instilled into them a confi- 
dence in their own strength they had never 
before felt.’’ i 


THE CLONARD DISASTER 


sharp difference oí opinion manifested itself. 
The decision ultimately acted upon was, in 
the circumstances, incredibly ill-advised, and 
its disastrous result destroyed finally the 
chance of further effective action in force. 
Holt proposed that Newtownmountkennedy 
should be attacked. This place he regarded as 
vulnerable, and it was known to be well 
stocked with arms, including two field pieces 
and large quantities of ammunition. His 
objectives also included the capture ot 
Wicklow to release the prisoners there, and 
thereafter a march on Dublin. His plan was 
opposed by Father Kearns, who insisted upon 
marching into the open plains of Kildare isd 
Meath and attacking Clonard, a village on the 
Boyne, twenty-five miles west of Dublin. It 
is probable that the object of such an extra 
ordinary proposal was to gain adlierents from 
the surrounding counties, to ‘increase the 
facilities of food supply, and ultimately, per- 
haps, to make Athlone a rallying place for 
activity in the West. However promising 
such a scheme might have been two 
months, or even one month, before, it 
is difficult to understand how it came to he 
seriously considered on July 10th, by which 
time a victorious, if ill-disciplined, army had 
been reduced, since Vinegar Hill, to large 
bodies. of men who were little more than 
fugitives bandea together for mutual pro- 
tection. However the two alternatives, were 
put to an officers’ vote, and decided, by a 
majority of two, in favour of Father Kearns. 
They moved off at eleven o'clock at night, 
and Holt states that the “number on the 
Before they reached 
Prosperous, in Kildare their numbers were 
greatly reduced by desertion and the attack 
on Clonard was met by a defence of remark- 
able spirit and dair under the command 
of Tyrrell of Kilrenny. The delay enabled 
large reinforcements to be brought up from 
Maliiekar and Kinnegad, and the subsequent 
action developed into a rout and a massacre. 
Holt, wounded in the head and one arm, was 
left for dead on the field, but after a series 
of hair-breadth escapes he succeeded eventu- 
ally in reaching Dublin, passing thence to 
enchan house on Montpelier Hill’ 
now popularly known as the Hell Fire Club. 
Here he slept, making his way _ later 
across Gilenasmole, over Butter. Moun- 
tain, through Ballyfolen and Adown 
to Simon Kearney’s house in Bally- 
donnell, thence by Ballylow to Whelp Rock. 
From here he pushed on to Pierce Harney's 
house at the head of Glenmalure, where he 
was joined by a large body of men, many of 


them fugitives from the disastrous expedition

was clearly a suggestion for surrender on 
terms, but it was personal to Holt himself, 
and his followers were ‘unwilling that any 
negotiations should be opened, and, in fact, 
when the letter was read to them a section 
were so enraged as to seize their leader, and 
he had a narrow escape from summary 
execution. His commanding personality, how- 
| however, again prevailed, but some of the 
i more fanatical among his followers seem to 
have harboured suspicion of his intentions, 
and shortly after this incident his ranks were 
depleted by desertion. It is true that Holt 
was quite yeady to open negotiations with 
a view to terms, but not only does he himself 
state: “I should have stipulated for all my 
followers as well as myself,’’ but it would 
have been entirely inconsistent with his 
record and character had he acted otherwise 
at that time, and the proposed meeting. did 
not take place. 


BETRAYAL 


There can be little doubt that behind the 
continued resistance of Holt and his followers 
had been the possibility of French aid. But 
Humbert surrendered on September 8th, and 
a French squadron was dispersed off the 
Donegal coast on October 12th, and no 
more. hope was to be expected from 
that source. In addition, all the surviving 
leaders throughout the country, except Holt, 
had by this time surrendered. Towards the 
end ol October the weather became wet and 
cold, Holt’s health gave way, and it became 
necessary for him to relax his exertions. In 
a countryside now infested with spies and 
informers and closely patrolled by troops this 
was impossible so long as his numbers re- 
mained considerable, as they still were. 
Accordingly, he arranged with Matthew 
Doyle, his second in command, to take 
charge of the main party, and he himself 
again sought sanctuary at Knocka.t with a 
bodyguard of fifty, who refused to leave him. 
There followed a period of stress and diffi- 
culty, during which he had a number of 
escapes from capture and death bordering on 
the miraculous. He ilso records that on 
three separate occasions his life was saved 
by his timely waking from sleep, in which 
he dreamt that the bed was cn fire. The 
first occasion was in the house of one Quin, 
in Glenbride. where he lay during one of his 
attacks of illness. Quin appears to have 
betrayed his whereabouts to a body of 
military encamped at Marlfield, and the house 
was surrounded during the night. Holt 
roused the nine men who were with him, and 
after an exchange of shots he succeeded in 
bursting through the cordon with the loss 
of two killed, three wounded and one 
prisoner. He states that the military losses 
on that occasion were two sergeants and four 
privates killed and seven privates wounded. 

It was now apparent that, surrounded as 
they were by informers, there was no hope 
of further successful resistance, and owing te 
the reward for Holt’s capture his few re- 
maining followers had no prospect of escape 
or concealment if they remained together. 
Holt, therefore, addressed them, ending with 
these words :— 


SURRENDER 


“The reward offered for my* apprehension 
is a tempting one, and [ fear I shall not be 
able to defeat the avarice of informers. My 
health is bad, and I am so worn out as to 
be incapable of exertion. I mean to go to a 
friend’s house for a few days, and there try 
and recover my health, and when it is re- 
covered I will seek you out again. I recom- 
mend you to proceed towards Imail, and if 
anything should happen to me, or if I should 
be taken, be assured of this, that I will not 
betray any one of you to save my own life. 
I had rather die than break the oath I have 
taken as a united man.”’ 

Meanwhile Mrs. Latouche, of Belview, had 
been éxerting herself on Holt’s behalf, at the 
instance of his wife, with Lord Meath and 
Lord Powerscourt. Holt’s action, when 
eventually the news reached him of the suc- 
cess of their efforts, is best given in his own 
words :— 

‘*T would not surrender myself without first 
communicating to my men my intention of 
doing so; although that act involved me in 
no small danger as well as pain, but I con- 
sidered myself bound to do so, and IL pro- 
ceeded towards them for that purpose. | 
found them at Brady's, of Ballinalough, and 
i called them together. . When they were 

assembled I said: ‘Men and friends, any 
hope of our succeeding in our enterprise is 
now out of the question, as you all know; 
the report of the French coming to our 
assistance is all unfounded; our situation is 
one of extreme distress and peril; cold, 
hungér and misery is our present fate, and it 
is growing worse and worse every day. Tle 
approach of winter will expose you to still 
greater dangers, and bring you into the power 
of your enemies. “You may individually 
escape by returning to your homes, but a 
price is set on my head. I cannot escape; 
hundreds are looking out for me to secure 
the blood money. I have, therefore, deter- 
mined to surrender to Lord Powerscourt, and 


it is alleged that information was given by 
Holt, “ voluntarily and by his own desire,” 
in Cove on February 27th, 1799, reporting

that information had been given by prisoners, 
the object to create an atmosphere of 
uncertainty insecurity and to induce 
others to inform. There are two obvious 
additional comments on this Castlereagh 
allegation. Firstly, such information, im- 
parted at the end of February, 1799 (if 
such was the case), savours somewhat of a 
grim practical joke on the part of the “ con- 
victs from Cork ” or Holt, or both, and, 
secondly, it is certainly unlikely that a man 
who had refused the rewards offered by 
General Myers would, about the same time, 
voluntarily and gratuitously break his oath 
as a United Irishman by conveying informa- 
tion if he considered it was reliable, Finally, 
at the worst, if, as seems unlikel , some 
such information was given by Holt, its 
object must have been to prevent further 


bloodshed in what he believed then to be 
a lost cause.

WHY SHOULD HOLT BE 
FORGOTTEN? 


It now remains to discuss, briefly, the 
causes of the strange absence of Holt’s name 
and fame from the minds of the people in his 
native county, and I think it will suffice if 
six possibly contributory factors are men- 
tioned : 

(1) It has already been stated that Holt 
was a Protestant. The Society of United 


Irishmen was, of course, Protestant in origin, . 


and, being an oath-bound organisation, it was 
strongly opposed by the Catholic Church. In 
the South it, naturally, became predominantly 
Catholic, but many of the best remembered 
leaders were Protestant. A notable statement 
of Miles Byrne, referring to Anthony Perry 
of Inch, requires no comment; “He being a 
Protestant and originally from the North, we 
had the greatest confidence in him.” I think, 
therefore, that Holt’s Protestantism per se 
may be regarded as certainly not of primary 
importance as an explanation. 

(2) It was probably well known that Holt 
was an unwilling insurgent, but in this 
respect he was not in any way conspicuous, 
as the policy of “forcing out” was wide- 
spread and i gs with great vigour and 
thoroughness. It may be mentioned also that, 
however reluctantly he had taken the oath, 
he kept it more tenaciously than many 
another United man whose name lives on in 
the affections of the people. 

(á) A possible survival of the suspicion 
which was certainly felt by some of Holt’s 
followers, and which was in evidence for 
weeks before his surrender, that he harboured 
some treacherous design. This is referred to 
by Holt himself and also by Miles Byrne, 
who joined Holt in Glenmalure after the 
Clonard disaster; and Byrne appears to think 
it arose from fear that Holt might confide in 
his wife, who was believed to have Orange 
sympathies. Byrne, in his Memoirs, relates a 
dramatic incident in Glenmalure Which seems 
to prove how unfounded were all such suspi- 
cions, 

(4) The fact that Holt ultimately sur- 
rendered would not, I think, have had any 
lasting effect in the direction indicated. All 
the prominent Wexford leaders who still sur- 
vived had surrendered long before, and when 
his hour came the surrender of Michael Dwyer 
was precisely similar. 

(5) It is difficult to estimate the effect 
a the people of the notices referring to 

olt which appeared from time to time in an 
irresponsible and hostile Press, but this factor 
cannot be discounted, more especially as news- 
papers like the Courier and others were 
careful to repeat, and, no doubt, exaggerate, 
the rumours that Holt had given information 
after his surrender. In my opinion, such 
ephemeral agencies cannot in themselves have 
had any lasting effect. 

(6) it is by means of the ballad that the 
names and deeds of many have come down to 
us, and Holt has been unfortunate in his 
ballads. His name was celebrated in one or 
two of inferior quality and they are almost, 
if not altogether, forgotten by the present 
generation. [I am uncertain whether the 
memory of Holt has faded with the general 
decay of the ballad, or whether the fading 
process had an earlier origin, but I am in- 
clined to regard this ballad factor as of some 
importance, coupled with another which may 
well have had an even greater effect. The 
exploits of Michael Dwyer have never been 
adequately recorded, but it can be said for 
Dr. Campion’s little book that some attempt 
was made to place at least part of the stor 
in the hands of the people in a form which 
was accessible to them. The only real source 
of information in Holt’s case is his own 
Memoirs, a two-volume work long out of 
print and never published at a popular price.

There has of late been evidence of a 
renewed public interest in the life and times 
of Holt, and my two-fold object is to assist 
in the rescue of his name from an unmerited 
oblivion and to awaken a living interest in 
our own countryside which is “dear to us in 
every rock and valley.”’ a

AERO CLUB '' AT HOME “

New types of aircraft so rarely visit this 
country that the novelty of seeing the British 
Klemm ‘‘Eagle’’ demonstrated attracted 
quite a big crowd to the Irish Aero Club's 
é“ At Home ” on Baldonnel Aerodrome yester- 


ay: 

The club’s chief instructor, Mr. C. F. 
French, opered the proceedings with a clever 
display of aerobatics, including '“ spinning - 
and several other manceuvres, which were 
rendered more difficult than usual by a wind 
blowing across the aerodrome at about forty- 
five miles an hour, with frequent gusts of 
much greater force. 


SHOWING ITS PACES 


Captain J. B. Wilson, of the British 
Klemm Company,.accompanied by Mr. C. 
Best, joint managing director of the organisa- 
tion, and their Irish agent, Mr. E. J. Dease, 
only arrived at the aerodrome with the 
“ Eagle ” from Liverpool about half an hour 
before the start. They left Hanworth Aero- 
drome for Dublin on Friday. but bad weather 
on Saturday prevented them leaving Liver- 
pool until Sunday morning. Captain Wilson 
took the ‘‘Eagle’’ up at Baldonnel, and 
spent some time showing off its paces. The 
machine is one of the best examples of 
modern low-winged monoplanes. It has 
folding wings, which enable the machine to 
be housed in a building not more than six- 
teen feet wide. The “undercarriage is of 
the retractable type, the wheels folding up 
into the wings, thus improving the stream- 
line effect when in the air. 

The power unit—a Gipsy Major 130 h.p 
engine—gives it a top speed of 148 m.p.h. 
and a cruising speed of 130 m.p.h. During 
demonstrations, Captain Wilson showed that 
the “ Eagle’ became airborne after a run 
of 195 yards with a full load (pilot and two 
passengers). The landing speed is very low 
for a machine of the type, being only 45 
m.p.h., and it can be quickly stopped after 
touching earth by means of independent 
wheel brakes. 

I made a short flight in the monoplane 
with Captain Wilson, and, despite the some- 
what “bhumpy” weather, he was able to de- 
monstrate the smoothness of the controls and 
manceuvrability of his machine. The cabin 
was quite comfortable and provides both the 
pilot and passengers with a very good range 
of vision.

During the afternoon Aero Club pilots were 
kept busy giving “'joy rides “ to visitors, and 
a second “show ' of aerobatics was carried 
out hy Mr. French.

A VERY LARGE AUDIENCE 


It may have been their love of the “Negro 
Spirituels,” sung by a master of that art, or 
it may have been out. of the warm recollection 
of his visit of a few years ago; but, whatever 
the reason—possibly a combination of both— 
there was a wonderful gathering at the 
Celebrity concert an, the-Capitol Theatre on 
Saturday afternoon to hear Paul Robeson. 
Indeed, in dimensions, it has only been sure 
passed: this season by the audience at the 
McCormack concert. Ht the Irish tenor-has 
achieved a niche all te himself as a ballad 
singer, Robeson has won a somewhat similar 
distinction in the field of “ Negro Spiritaels.” 
Indeed, there is a great simiiarity in the: style 
of both singers. They are both great artistes 
achieving their success in the most artless 
manner imaginable. Robeson never forgets 
the Biblical origin of these quaint Spirituels ; ' 
and to him they are the outpouring of the 
simple souls of his people. His voice has a | 
great, rich, round-quality, which even a bad . 
cold on Saturday could not materially dim, 
and the melody flows forth in easy; lovely 
stream. There is no studied effort at scoring 
technical points,» he just sings as he feels, 
imparting a deep emotion to the message of 
the words. His diction is crystal-clear, never 
a syllable is lost or blurred, and his phrases - 
pe perfect. These qualities impart .to his 

singing the charm of the brillant conversa- 
tionalist; his audience just hangs on 
his lips. What pathos he puts into 
his singing of “Go Down, Moses “; “ Deep 
River” and ‘“The Wanderer’! There was, too, 
a wonderful atmosphere about his singing of 
such old plantation songs as ' Poor Old Joe,” 
“My Old. Kentucky Home.” His rich 
humour was heard in songs like “ Short’nin’ 
Bread,”’ and ‘‘ Li'l David ’’—the latter sung 
as a duet with his accompanist, Laurence 
Brown. He was not quite so happy in his sing- 
ing of the ‘‘ Labourer’s Plaint,’’ a Russian 
song—the severe cold from which he was 
suffering told against him here, and one got 
the impression, too, that he was out of his 
métier in the Cecil Sharp arrangement of the 
old Englisn ballad “ Oh, no, John; no.” At 
the close he was repeatedly recalled, and had 
to sing quite a number of songs before the 
audience called halt. 

Mr. Simon Barer, the celebrated pianist, 
who was making his first appearance in 
Dublin, impressed greatly by his playing of 
a couple ot Chopin pieces. He. imparted. a 
lovely atmosphere to the Nocturne in D flat 
major, which was his opening piece. The 
playing was delicate and imtimate, without 
losing its appeal or distinctiveness. He also 
showed admirable restraint im his. treatmcnt 
of the Scherzo in C sharp minor, which was 
just the type of work to show off his splendid 
technique. The right hand work in the treble 
was beautifully. pointed. He also played two 
interesting little Etudes by Scriahine, amd. as 
an encore a left hand study which was a 
revelation. 

Lisa Minghetti, the Viennese violinist, also 
making a first appearance at these concerts, 
had a great success. She was, perhaps, a 
little too rigid in her playing of Ernest Bloch’s 
“ Improvisation ’’—a little more abandon 
would have made the piece more realistic, 
but. she impressed her audience by her 
masterly playing of the familiar . Tartini- 
Kreisler “Theme and Variations.”” Both 
here and in the later Mozart Fondo she dis- 
played very fine technique in all branches 
of her art. 

Mr. Percy Kahn was the accompanist, and 
got, through his work in his usual polished 
style, 
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As his hands undulated over the Theremin 
at a private display on the Grand Gallery of 
Clery a, O'Connell street, Dublin, last Satur- 
day at noon, “ Musaire’’ recalled to miud 
the incredible feats of the illusionist who 
produces some surprising object from. an 
apparently empty hat. There was the differ- 
ence, that ‘“‘Musaire’’ produced something 
invisible from a substantial-looking cabinet, 
but his invisible production was heard, and 
not seen. It was music—music from an 
instrument that has no keyboard, no pedals, 
and no strings; music that seemed to 
emanate from the tips of his fingers. 

The cabinet that ‘‘Musaire’’ used is 
called a Theremin, because the instrument 
was invented by a Russian scientist named 
Leon Theremin.
